London 
Yefterday arrived the ail from France of Sa- 
‘turday, 


From the Paris. Gazette, dated Sept. 23- 
Madrid, Auguft 5. 
HE King, the Queen, and the Prince ar- 
rived at the Bucnretiro on the 3rft paft, 
where were the Infantes and feveral 
Grandees, and upon their Majefties Ar- 
rival it was known, that the Queen is three Months 
gone with Child. The King has ordered the 
Court to go into Mourning for the Dutchefe of 
Berry. 

Naples, Aug. 24. By a Courier who has been 
difpatched hither from Reggio, with Lettets from 
the Imperial Camp at Meffina, we have been in- 
formed, that on the 11th, the Spaniards abandoned 
the Tower of Faro, and left free the Port of Para- 
dice ; that on the 14th Fort Caftellaccio furrendred 
at Difcretion to Lieutenant General Baron Wach- 
tendonck, and that Lieutenant General Count 
Wallis had likewife made himfelf Mafter of Fort 
Matagrifone. We had Advice by the fame Let- 
ters, that the Spaniards had abandoned the two 
Baftions of Santa Clara and St. Blafio, as alfo all 
tke Intrenchments of Terranuova, and that the 
following Night the Trenches were opened before 
the Citadel, 

Rome, Ag. 29. On the 24th Inftant, the Pope 
affifted at the Congregation of the Inquifition, ha- 
ving firft given Audience to Cardinal del Giudice, 
who went to Court with new Liveries, being gone 
out of Mourning for the Duke de Giovenazzo his 
Brother. He prefented his Letters Patent, by 
which he is charged with the Emperour’s Affaire 
at this Court ; and after the Audience, he’ vifited 
the Cardinals Paolucci and Albani, and Don Alef- 
fandro Albani, to make them acquainted with his 
new Commiffion, as he has done fince with Regard 
to the other Cardinals and Romifh Princes. On 
the 25th, being the Feftival of St. Lewis King of 
France, the Cardinals held Chapel as afual in the 
French National Church, 22 of them were prefent, 
befides the Cardinal de la Tremoille, who received 
the Complimente,and gave afterwards a magnificent 
Entertainment. The fame Day, being the Anni- 
verfary of the Birth day of the Prince of Afturias, 
Cardinal Acquaviva was complimented by the Spa- 
niards. On the 27th we had Advice from Naples, 
that Cardinal Schrotembach was arrived there, ha- 
ving been obliged to land at Gaeta, becaufe he 
found himfelf much incommoded by the Fatigue of 
the Sea. He has prefented the Prior Ferretti, the 
Commander of the Pope’s Gallics which carried 
him thither, with a Sword fet with Diamonds, and 
has made other Prefents to the Officers, ‘ 

Paris, Sept. 23. On the 14th Inftant, Made- 
moifelle d’Orleans, the Regent’s Daughter, was 
confecrated Abbefs in the Church of the Royal 
Monaftery of Chelles, by the Cardinal de Noailles, 
aflited by a numerous Clergy, and about 40 
Monks of the Order of St. Benedi&, 20 of whom 
were in fumptuous and uniform Deacons Habits; 
the greater part of the Court were prefent. Ma- 
dame Dowager of Orleans was placed in an Elbow 
Chair, onthe Right of the Rails of the Chancel ; 
his Royal Highnefs fat on her Left, in a foldia 
Chair 5; Mademoifelle fat behind Madame, a 
the Duke de Chartres behind his Royal Highnefs. 
During Mafs, an Anthem was fung by the King’s 
Muficians, and Mafs being over, Te Deum was 
fung with the Sound of Trumpets and Kettle- 


Drums. During Te Deum, the new Abbefs ftood — 


with the Crozier in her Hand at het Seat, which 
was ereéted in the Middle of the Choir, under a 
Canopy of purple Velvet, adorned with her Arms, 
and Plowers.de-Luce imbrodered with Gold, with 


a great Elbow Chair, a Carpet, and two Cufhions - 


the fame, the whole being valued at 20000 
Crowns. The Bifhop of Nantes,and the Archbifho 
of Tours, who is not yet confecrated, were al 
yrefent at this Ceremony: The former was in his 

ochet, on the Regent’s Right in Quality of Al- 
moner to his Royal Highnefs. The Church was 
hung with the King’s richeft Tapiftry, and Seats 
had been built uaa it in the form of an Amphi- 
theatre both for the Mufick and the great Number 
of Speétators, The Solemnity at Church being 
over, the Court went to a {plendid Entertainment. 
There were three principal Tables, one for the 
Abbefs, to which had been invited about 12 other 
Abbeffes, another for the Princes, and a third for 
the Cardinal and the Lords: Befides thofe Tables 
others had been prepared for the principal Officers 
of the Court and other Perfons of iftingtion. 
The Nomber of the Difhes were 400 in all. An 
Arrét of the Council of State, dated the 19th In- 


ftant, has been publifhed, by which the King ac-* 


cepts the Offer of the India Company, for paying 
off 4 Millions of Annuities affigned to the tid 
Company on the Farm of Tobacco : The Terma 
propofed by the Company are as follow: That 
the faid Annuities being at the Rate of 4 per Cent. 
it would not be juft that the Company fhould be 
paid for the future at a higher Rate than others of 
the King’s Subje&ts, who are allowed but 3 per 
Cent. ; they propofe therefore to lend the King 
a Hundred Million of Livres at the Rate of 3 pee 
Cent. to pay off the faid Annuities 5; and in Confi- 
deration that the Profit of one Million thereby ac- 
crues to the King’s Revenue, they defire his Ma- 
jefty that he will be pleafed to cafe the Publick of 
the Duties on Oyl, Soap, Tallow, and Carde, 
which amount to One million fixty three thoufand 
Livres, a Sum which is very near anfwered by the 
faid Redu€tion of the Annuities ; not to reckon 
what will be faved to the Publick by the, Suppref- 
fion of the many Officers employed in colleGting 
the faid Duties, and the Privileges and Exemptions 
they enjoy ; that in grder to fall in with the 
King’s Meafures for ecafing his People, and 
leffening the Price of Commodities, the all any
